Contend for the Faith

THE SwWoORD OF THE LorD is 
frankly interdenominational in its 
scope. The paper uses sermons 
from ministers of many denom- 
inations, and I regularly preach in 
union revival campaigns and in 
churches of various faiths. With 
the psalmist, I can say, “I am a 
Companion of all them that fear 
thee, and of them that keep thy 
precepts” (Ps. 119:63). I love all 
the people of God. I have sweet 
fellowship with all those who have 
trusted in the blood of Jesus 
Christ for cleansing and salvation. 
If they believe the Bible, if they 
love the Lord Jesus, if they are 
depending on His atoning blood to 
pay for their sins, they are my 
brothers and sisters. With all such 
people I have far more in common 
than I have differing from them. 
With all such born-again Chris- 
tians I delight to co-operate in 
soul-saving. 

However, my love for Christians 
of all faiths and the joy I have in 
fellowshiping with them must not 
make me indifferent to the great 
truths of the Bible, or make me 
shrink from declaring the whole 
counsel of God. I think I can say 
honestly that everywhere I go, in 
churches of whatever faith, in un- 
jon revival campaigns and in ra- 
dio services, I preach the same

kind of preaching. If doctrinal 
preaching, even on controversial 
questions, keeps the great essen- 
tial doctrine at the center of im- 
portance, and if all such preach- 
ing is saturated with a compas- 
sionate love for sinners and humil- 
ity and brotherhood toward all 
Christians, I find it is usually not 
offensive, and it leaves unity in- 
stead of division and strife. 


Sound Doctrine Necessarily 
Displeases Some Christians 


There is so much difference of 
opinion on important doctrines 
even by saved people that neces- 
sarily some will be offended if 
they hear plain Bible teaching 
contrary to their own conception 
of scriptural truth. That was true 
in Bible times. Many of the Judai- 
zers who hounded Paul and were 
so offended at his doctrine of sal- 
vation by grace without circum- 
cision and without keeping the 
ceremonial law, were truly saved 
people. Those at Corinth’ who said, 
“IT am of Apollos,” or “I am of 
Cephas” or “I am of Christ” were 
saved people, people of good inten- 
tions, but they broke Paul’s heart. 
The Christians at Galatia whom

Men in God’s sight 
are not tlassified according to 
what denomination they belong to. 
Men are classified according to 
what they have done with Jesus 
Christ, God’s Son. God says that 
people either believe in the Lord

and molding and making of the 
order of the spheres is not nature, 
it is God. The secret union of body, 
mind, and soul and their inter- 
changing co-operation is a miracle. 
Christ, His dual nature, His incar- 
nation, His sinless life, His selfless 
life, perfect resurrection, is God’s 
climax in the miraculous. 


There are physical miracles re- 
corded in the Old Testament. 
There are many miracles recorded 
in the New Testament, all of them 
evidencing power exercised be- 
yond the ordinary routine of na- 
ture. Regeneration is a miracle 
in spiritual transfusion, a _ holy 
mixture of truth, faith, Christ’s 
redeeming blood, His resurrection 
power, His divine life. In this 
spiritual operation performed by 
a loving Father and the human 
soul inoculated with the virus of 
sin, wherein the poison of this sin 


is taken out and new life and. 


blood transfused into the soul, all 
this is a miracle. Prayer is a con- 
stantly recurring miracle—a man, 
humble, trustful, talks to God over 
a spiritual radio. The answer 
comes back in the peace of the 
man’s mind, in some triumph in 
the life of the man for the glory 
of God, Christianity is a miracu- 
lous triumph in civilization. All 
of its holy tenets are based upon 
the incarnation of Christ, a mir- 
acle. The substitutionary death of 
Christ on the cross is another 
miracle; the _ resurrection of 
Christ’s body is another miracle. 
The impartation of divine power 
to human weakness is another 
miracle, 


Because nature performs its 
functions steadily and without 
break does not mean that it is 
all mere nature. It is God work- 
ing in an orderly way. A miracle 
is not a violation of natural law: 
it is but a friendly interposition of 
higher law, the constructive law 
of love. The natural is really su- 
pernatural to us and the super- 
natural is natural to God. God 
works through nature in an order- 
ly way, but reserves His authori- 
ty to work in a higher, superna- 
tural way. In view of the mighty 
evidences of God everywhere, why 
should man, so blind to the divine, 
doubt and become incredulous of 
God’s working in a miraculous 
way? Why should it be incredible 
that God should raise the dead, 
or do anything else that He wishes 
to do? If we will approach all 
the miracles in the Old and New 
Testaments and all the strange 
workings of God about us with the 
hypothesis that God is God, then 
we solve the problem, or at least 
satisfy the mind of faith as to the

Editor Answers the RSV Is 
Frequently an Unscholarly 
Translation, That One Who 
Does Not Believe the Bi- 

ble Is Not a Christian 


September 7, 1956 
My dear Mr. W._-_--- 


I have your letter and have 
gone over it carefully. I hope you 
will allow me to suggest in broth- 
erly fashion. 


In the first place, I have had 
years of study in Greek and He- 
brew, and I have checked, with 
tremendous labor and for long 
months, the translation of the 
RSV. I am sorry to tell you that 
you have been sold a bill of goods. 
If you would check carefully, you 
would find that the RSV is not 
a good translation in many, many 
cases, It is sometimes willfully 
a mistranslation, I fear, and 
sometimes it is ignorantly a poor 
translation. Of course the sad truth 
is that unconverted men who have 
never been born of God. do not 
understand the deeper spiritual 
truths, as the Bible plainly tells us 
in I Corinthians 2:14: “But the na- 
tural man receiveth not the things 
of the Spirit of God: for they are 
foolishness unto him: neither ‘can 
he know them, because they are 
spiritually discerned:” 

It was not superior knowledge 
of Greek and Hebrew languages 
which caused the translation a- 
gain to “conjecture” some other 
word not in the Masoretic text of 
the Old Testament, It was an un- 
scholarly disregard for the Word of 
God itself. It was no understand- 
ing of the *Hebrew and Greek 
which caused them to put in the 
note on Matthew 1:16 which says, 
“Other ancient authorities read 
Joseph, to whom was betrothed 
the virgin Mary, was the father 
of Jesus who is called Christ.” 
That footnote was an error. There 
was only one such so-called auth- 
ority. It was a translation from 
Greek into Syriac which is notori- 
ously corrupt. There were not 
“authorities” (plural), but only 
one, and it was no real authority 
at all. And after publishing that 
slanderous attack on the deity of 
Christ in two million copies of the 
Bible, then the translators were 
compelled to take it out, and it 
is now removed from the book. 
But it was as unscholarly at first 
as it was proved to be later. 


Again I say, you have simply 
been sold a bill of goods like many 
other people who could not check 
for themselves, perhaps, or did not 
have time to do so, as I have done 
and many others have. It is a poor 
business for you to slander Mr. 
Sumner, who spent such time on 
The Interpreter’s Bible. You could 
find out for yourself if you were 
willing to check up. 

You say, “The arguments which 
he puts forth are half-truths.”

We know nothing positively and 
absolutely about the future ex- 
cept what God Himself has been 
pleased to reveal in His Word. 
All beyond this is pure specula- 
tion, and man’s speculations on 
such a_ subject are practically 
valueless. God knows all about the 
future, and God has been pleased 
to reveal some things that He 
knows about the future. On such 
a subject as this an ounce of God’s 
revelation is worth tons of man’s 
empty speculation. 

God has clearly revealed in the 
Bible the fact of eternal punish- 
ment for those who persist in sin 
and in the rejection of Jesus 
Christ, and this is conclusive proof 
of its reality. I have shown in 
another book (The Bible and Its 
Christ) that the Bible is beyond 
question the Word of God. What 
the Bible says, God says, and the 
Bible distinctly teaches the eter- 
nity of punishment of those who 
persistently reject the redemption 
that is in Christ Jesus, as (for in- 
stance): 


Matthew 25:41, 46—“Depart 
from me, ye cursed, into everlast- 
ing fire prepared for thé devil and 
his angels ... These shall go a- 
way into everlasting punishment, 
but the righteous into life eternal”; 
Revelation 19:20; 20:10; 21:8— 
“And the beast was taken, and 


with him the false prophet that 


wrought miracles before him, with 
which he deceived them that had 
received the mark of the beast 
and them that worshipped his im- 
age. These both were cast alive 
into a lake of fire burning with 
brimstone. And the devil that de- 
ceived them was cast into the 
lake of fire and brimstone where 
the beast and the false prophet 
are, and shall be tormented day 
and night for ever and ever. But 
the fearful, and unbelieving, and 
the abominable, and murderers, 
and whoremongers, and sorcerers, 
and idolaters, and all liars, shall 
have their part in the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone: 
which is the second death.” 


The expression “for ever and 
ever’ used of the lake of fire 
prepared for the Devil and his 
angels, to which the persistently 
wicked also go, is used twelve 
times in the Book of Revelation. 
Eight times it refers to the dura- 
tion of the existence or reign or 
glory of God and Christ, once to 
the duration of the blessed reign 


of the righteous, and in the three 
remaining instances to the dura- 
tion of the torment of the Devil, 
the beast, the false prophet and 
the persistently wicked. 


Does the Bible teach eternal 
torment for all of the unsaved? 
If so, where? 


The Bible teaches in II Thes- 
salonians 1:7-9 that when the Lord 
Jesus is revealed from Heaven all 
those that know not God and obey 
not the Gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ shall be punished with ever- 
lasting destruction from the pre- 
sence of the Lord, and from the 
glory of His power. The question 
then arises, What does “destruc- 
tion” mean? The Bible itself de- 
fines the term. -We are told in 
Revelation 17:8, 11 that “the beast 
goeth into perdition.” The word 
rendered “perdition” in both 
Authorized and Revised Versions, 
the same word which is elsewhere 
translated “destruction,” is deriv- 
ed from the verb that is con- 
stantly translated “destroy.” The 
word should therefore be trans- 
lated “destruction” in this pas- 
sage. So then if we can find out 
what the. beast goeth into, we 
shall find out what “perdition” 
or “destruction” means. By turn- 
ing to Revelation 19:20 we find 
that the beast was cast alive into 
the lake of fire burning with brim- 
stone. Turning again to Revelation 
20:10 we find that at the end of a 
thousand years after the beast 
was cast into the lake burning 
with brimstone the Devil was cast 
into the lake burning with fire 
and brimstone where the beast 
and the false prophet still are aft- 
er a thousand years, and that they 
shall be “tormented day and night 
for ever and ever.” So then this 
is what “destruction” means in 
Bible usage—‘“a portion in the 
lake of fire.” Whether this is 
taken literally or figuratively it 
certainly means a condition of be- 
ing in a place of conscious and 
unending torment. 


How could a loving God create 


some of His creatures for eternal } 


punishment? 


God did not create any of His 
creatures for eternal punishment. 
God created all persons to love 
and obey Him, and to enjoy Him 
forever, but He created some of 
them as a higher order of beings 
with the capacity of choosing for 
themselves, good or evil. Some 
chose evil. But even then God 
did not abandon them, but made

the greatest sacrifice in His power 
to save them from their own mad 
choice. He gave His Son to die for 
them, that repentance and for- 
giveness and life and glory might 
be possible for them. If men see 
fit not only to choose evil but 
having chosen evil to deliberately 
and persistently refuse the means 
of salvation which a loving God 
has provided for them at immeas- 
urable cost to Himself, then their 
eternal punishment is their own 
fault, and to blame God for it is 
not only to be appallingly unjust 
but unpardonably ungrateful and 
unreasonable. 


How can an infinitely holy and 
merciful God condemn creatures 
He loves to everlasting punish- 
ment? 


It is not so much that God con- 
demns anyone to everlasting pun- 
ishment as that men and women 
condemn themselves to everlasting 
torment by refusing the mercy and 
grace of God. Many men not only 
choose sin but they also choose 
to refuse the wonderfully gracious 
redemption from sin that God has 
provided. If men will not allow 
themselves to be saved from sin 
they must necessarily continue in 
it, and if they continue in it they 
must necessarily suffer torment 
as long as they continue in it. 
The time must come, sooner or

later, when repentance becomes 
impossible, and so of course. sal- 
vation becomes impossible. The 
everlasting torment which any one 
may endure will be simply the in- 
evitable result of his own de- 
liberate and persistent choice of 
sin. 

Is it not unjust to punish a few 
years of sin with an eternity of 
torment? 


The duration of the punishment 
of sin can never be determined 
by the time it takes to commit 
the sin. A man can kill another 
man in a few seconds, but a just 
penalty would be life-long im- 
prfsonment. 

Furthermore, sin involves sep- 
aration from God, and separation 
from God is torment. The tor- 
ment must continue as long as 
the separation from God exists, 
and the separation from God must 
exist until sin is repented of and 
the Saviour accepted. The time 
must come when repentance and 
the acceptance of the Saviour be- 
come impossible, then one becomes 
eternally confined in his separa- 
tion from God, and eternal tor- 
ment must necessarily follow. 


Further still, it is not a few 
years of sin that bring the eternity 
of punishment. A man may con- 
tinue many years in sin and still 
escape eternal torment if he will 
only repent and accept Jesus 
Christ. It is the rejection of Je- 
sus Christ that brings an eterni- 
ty of torment. When we see sin 
in all its hideousness and enor- 
mity, the holiness of God if all 
its perfection, and the glory of 
Jesus Christ in all its infinity, 
nothing but a doctrine that those 
who persist in the choice of sin 
and who persist in the rejection 
of the Son of God, whom God in 
wonderful grace gave to die for 
our sins that we might have sal- 
vation—nothing but a doctrine 
that those who do this‘shall suffer 
eternal anguish will satisfy the de- 
mand of our own moral intuitions. 
Nothing but the fact that we dread 
suffering more than we hate~-sin 


and more than we love the glory 


of Jesus Christ, makes us repudi- 
ate the thought that beings who 
eternally choose sin should eternal- 
ly suffer or that men who despise 
God’s mercy and spurn His Son 
should be given over to eternal 
anguish. 


Would an earthly father con- 
sign his child to everlasting suffer- 
ing? And if he would not, can 
we believe that God is not as good 
as we are, and that He would 
treat His children in a way that 
we would not treat ours? 


This question takes it for grant- 
ed that all men are God’s child- 
ren. The Bible teaches that this 
is not true. All men are God's crea- 
tures and were created originally 
in His likeness, and in this sense

Third, it is never safe to mea- 
sure what an infinitely holy God 
would do by what we would do. 
As we look about us in the world 


men™ suffering agonies that we 
would not allow our children to 
suffer if we could prevent it? What 
one of us could endure to see our 
children suffering some of the 
things that the men and women 
in the slums of the great city 
are suffering today? Why a God 
of love permits this to go on 
it may be difficult for us to ex- 
plain, but that it does go on we 
know. What men and women suf- 
fer even in the life that now is as 
a result of their disobedience to 
God and their persistence in sin 
and their rejection of Jesus Christ 
ought to be a hint of what men 
will suffer in the eternal world 
if they go on in sin as the re- 
sult of their having rejected the 
Saviour in the life that now is. 


It may sound well to say: “I 
believe in a God of love, and I 
do not believe that He will per- 
mit any of His creatures to go to 
an eternal Hell,” but if we open 
our eyes to the facts as they exist 
about us on every hand we will 
see how empty our speculations 
on this point are, for we do see 
even now this same God of love 
permitting many of His creatures 
to endure awful and ever-increas- 
ing agonies in the life that now 
is. 


If any one is lost eternally, has 
not Satan then gained the victory 
over Christ, and is he not strong- 
er than Christ? 


No, Satan has gained no victory. 
It is not Satan who determines 
that one shall persist in sin, it is 
the individual himself. If he per- 
sists in sin Satan has gained no 
victory, and on the other hand Je- 
sus Christ is not conquered. Jesus 
Christ will still be glorified, and 
God will be glorified. God’s holi- 
ness is manifested and God Him- 
self is glorified as truly in the 
punishment of the sinner as in the 
salvation of the believer. Righteous 
government here on earth is vin- 
dicated as truly when the offender 
is locked up in prison or execut- 
ed as when the offender is brought 
to repentance. 

Many seem to think that Hell 
is a place ruled by Satan, but 
Satan does not rule there. Satan 
himself will be one of the prison- 
ers, and the smoke of the torment 
of this persistent rebel against 
God arises for ever and ever as a 
testimony that God has conquered.

“Be- 
hold, Bwana, is it worth while 
following Mohammed, who is but 
a teacher, and whose life was sin- 
ful, like any other man’s? Is it 
not better to follow Jesus Christ, 
the Son of God, who not only 
teaches you a way to live, but 
gives you the strength to live it?” 

“Truly, Daudi, there is no power 
on earth to equal that of Jesus 
Christ. Is He not Himself God?” 

“Ready, Bwana,” said James. 

I turned to my patient. One of 
his forearm bones was broken, as 
also was the fibula, the lesser bone 
of his left leg. I grunted. 

“Could be worse, Daudi, could 
be a lot worse.” 

“Yes, Bwana,” agreed the Afri- 
can dresser. “Behold, his tibia 
(larger bone of leg) will splint the 
fibula quite nicely.” 

I nodded. “And what about his 
ulna?” And, whipping round to a 
junior dresser, I said, in Chigogo: 

“What are the names of the 
bones of the forearm?” 

“Radius bone and ulna bone,” 
said he, with a smile. 

“And of the leg?” 

“Tibia bone and fibula bone, 
Bwana.” 

“Good,” I replied. “Some plaster 
for the arm, Daudi, and then I 
shall fix up the leg. I'd give a lot 
to know if he cracked his skull.” 

“Kah,’ said Daudi, “I know this 
boy. He has a very hard skull, 
Bwana.” 

“Oh, yes, Daudi, maybe, but I’d 
like to have an X-ray. But it’s 
hopeless to expect an X-ray ma- 
chine out ‘here, where the only 
electricity available is a pocket 
flash light and a car battery. We 
shall treat him as if he had a 
fractured skull. If he hasn’t, well, 
no harm’s done, but, if he has, 
well, we have done the right thing. 
Put him in the corner of the ward, 
James.

I wrote a list of careful instruc- 
tions in the ward book. James nod- 
ded. 

“Yes, Bwana, I shall fix it.” 

I went out and reported the 
damage to the father, who shook 
his head dolefully. 

“Bwana,” said he, “when my 
son recovers, I shall present you 
with a leopard skin.” 


I assured him that we would do 
everything we could, and agreed 
that he should camp in his truck 
under the shade of a great baobab 
tree that grew near to the hospi- 
tal. 


Daudi’s remarks regarding the 
strength of our patient’s skull 
were well founded. It appeared 
that he had fallen headfirst from 
the truck, but that was regarded 
by the father as a good omen.

I watched the truck disappear 
in a cloud of dust, and turned 
back to the office, where Daudi 
was carefully examining the leo- 
pard skin. Now, Daudi had been 
working splendidly. Day in, day 
out, he had pulled his weight in 
an outstariding way, and I felt that 
I would Jike to give him a little 


gift to help him in the building 
of his new house. 

“What is that skin worth, Dau- 
di?”’ 

“Perhaps a hundred and twenty 
shillings, sir. Perhaps more, but 
be careful in selling it. The traders 
will try to take you down.” 

“Listen, Daudi. Tomorrow I am 
going to Dodoma, You can come 
with me and sell the skin, If you 
can get a hundred and twenty 
shillings for it, that’s all I want. 
Anything more than that you can 
have to help you to buy materials 
for your new kaya” (house). 

“Kah!” said Daudi, “Thank you, 
Bwana. Kumbe, behold, this will 
help me very greatly.” 

I felt a tug at my coat. There 
was Mgulu, wrapped in a blanket. 

“Bwana, you won't forget your 
promise?” 

“No, old chap, I’ve kept a seat 
for you.” 

The little fellow skipped off in 
high glee. In the half light of 
dawn, I was amused to see Daudi 
tuck in the back a queer-shaped 
package and the leopard skin duly 
rolled and tied with a piece of 
thorn-bush bark. Mgulu wriggled 
in between Samson and Daudi, and 
we set off auspiciously, the staff 
pushing us down the hill to the 
road. I could easily understand 
how our Arab patient had come to 
grief; the road was simply wicked. 


Two miles from Dodoma, I pull- 
ed in to the side of the road. There 
was a clash of galloping hoofs 
behind me. I glanced round, mov- 
ed under the shade of a large 
cactus, and smiled as I watched an 
African ride up on a grey donkey. 
He was perched precariously on 
the ultimate end of the creature, 
with his legs hooked underneath 
it. My interest was immediately 
taken by the leg that I could see. 
It was distorted, and the muscles 
round his. shin bone had wasted 
away. It was obviously an old in- 
fantile paralysis case. He pulled 
up and greeted me very carefully 
in Swahili: 

“Jambo, Bwana.”

“Bwana,” the small boy was 
insistent, “if you could fix my 
neck, surely you can straighten 
legs?” 

“Truly,” I said, “I can straight- 
en, but to strengthen is another 
matter.” 

I turned to Daudi, who had 
picked up his queer-looking bundle 


Mgulu 


and passed orderly gardens where 
peanuts, maize, pumpkins and pa- 
paws were growing. I stopped the 
car outside Jonathan’s house, and 
left Mgulu excitedly telling of his 
adventures. Samson and I walked 
over to the workshop where Yaco- 
bo did his carving. There he was, 
perched on a table getting out his 
chisels. Now, my Swahili, the 
common language of Tanganyika, 
was not very fluent, I struggled to 
put a sentence together, without 
much success, and stopped in the 
middle, 


In a deep voice, Yacobo said: 

“Bwana, I speak English, and I 
am a Mugogo, so if you prefer to 
speak in English or Chigogo, it’s 
all the same to me.” 

I smiled, and said: 

“Well, Yacobo, tell me about 
your legs.” 

“I was only a very small boy, 
Bwana, when I developed this trou- 
ble. It started with a headache. 
But, what a headache! My father 
was a Christian, but there was no 
hospital in those days, so he took 
me to the Muganga (the witch 
doctor). He gave me medicine to 
drink, which made me very ill, 
so ill that I thought I would die.” 

“Where were you all this time?” 

“On a bit of cowskin on the 
floor, Bwana, in my father’s house, 
Now, he did his best to help me. 
I was wrapped in a blanket and 
given gruel to drink. Slowly FT re- 
covered, but my legs have always 
been weak.” 

I looked at his wasted, lower 
limbs. They told clearly the story 
of the scourge of infantile paraly- 
sis. But more, I could read into 
their mishapen condition a story 
of agonizing suffering and of tre- 
mendous courage. Beside the table 
were two skilfully contrived 
crutches with which he managed 
to get about. My eyes strayed past 
them to some expert chip carving. 
Yacobo followed my glance, and 
picked up some bookends on which 
were carved a giraffe and ostrich. 
The opposite bookend had a lion 
and arhino. They were the work of 
this lad, who had overcome his 
disability by turning to handcraft. 
Against a cupboard in the corner, 
with a coat of varnish drying on 
them, were some delicately carved 
panels, with native flowers and 
vines artistically worked into the 
design. From his pocket he produc- 
ed a minute carving, the size of a 
chestnut, It represented an Afri- 
can soldier, and brilliantly ex- 
pressed what one saw every day 
in the great training camps. 

“Bwana,” said Yacobo, “take 
this for your small son, It is an 
askari (a soldier).” 

I thanked him, and then said: 

“Can I not help your legs?”

and was walking into the bushes 
beside the road. “Do you see many 
like that, Daudi?” 

“Bwana, soni®times there are 
many children with this trouble 
in the country. Few of them live, 
though. They lie at home, and are 
very ill. Then they are bitten by 
mosquitoes or ticks, and they get 
malaria, or other fevers. They are 
not strong enough to recover, and 
so they die.” 

“IT see, more than ever, Daudi, 
that Tanganyika is a grim place 
to live in if there is no hospital 
near.” 

“He-e-e-e-e,” said Daudi, “truly, 
Bwana, we suffer and suffer, and 
have done so for years..The witch 
doctor tortures and makes spells, 
the old women do dreadful things 
to the young girls, and the chil- 
dren die and die and die.” 

“But it’s there that we come in, 
Daudi. We can do much to help, 
and I think I can help Yacobo.” 


I watched Daudi move over the 
crest of the hill, and then turned 
the car off the main road. We 
crossed a sandy riverbed, drove 
under a grove of mango trees, 


“Bwana, I wish you would, It 
is very hard when your legs are 
bent and twisted. Can you oper- 
ate?” 

“Yes, I can. Come out with us 
tonight in the car to Mvumi.” 

Later, as I sat at ease in the 
open shop of the Hindu bootmak- 
er, having a new heel put on my 
shoe, I saw Daudi. He was covered 
with dust and, if I had not been 
in the know, I would have taken 
him for an African from the bush. 
With a look of amazement on his 
face, he was standing gaping out- 
side the mud-brick shop of an 
Indian, gazing at the piles of 
gaudy cloth, boxes of ornaments, 
onions, and cheap tinware which 
were their stock-in-trade. Two 
spruce young Indian traders look- 
ed knowingly at one another as 
they saw the leopard skin, blowing 
like a kite on the end of Daudi’s 
stick over his shoulder. One of 
them came forward and said to 
Daudi, in Swahili, pointing to the 
leopard skin: 

“Shillingi ngapi?” (How much?) 

“Nygh,” grunted Daudi, looking

“Black Billy Sunday” 


lt takes more than color to make or break a man. 


More than a quarter of a century ago, I had the honor of leading 
the successful local option election in Travis County, Texas, in which 
Austin, the capital of the state, is located. The “drys” had been 
making a fight every tw6 years, and had edged up to a most uncom- 
fortable margin of about 500 votes in the last election. 


Early in the campaign, the preachers came together and decided 
that the negro vote was the balance of power, In the past, a banker 
by the name of Littlefield had been able to control that vote. It 
amounted to some 1500 votes in Austin alone. Election after election 
had seen that vote go to the “wets.” 


A Presbyterian preacher arose in the meeting and stated that he 
had heard of a negro preacher who called himself “Black Billy Sun- 
day” and who was being used with great success in Arkansas, 
Louisiana, and East Texas in local option elections. I was appointed 
to get in contact with “Black Billy.” 


Harper Kirby, a fine Christian prohibitionist; agreed to put up 
the money necessary to bring the negro preacher into the campaign. 
I wrote two or three letters, made numerous long distance calls, and 
finally located my man in Texarkana. However, he was already en- 
gaged for several similar battles and could come to Travis County 
for only the last two weeks of the campaign. We agreed to pay him 
$200 and expenses for the two weeks. 


“Black Billy” was yellow. I mean his skin was yellow. He was tall, 
majestic looking, and carried himself like a king. He had personally 
studied the technique of Billy Sunday until he could out-billy Billy. 
He was more than a sensation. He was a scream! From the first, our 
problem was in keeping the white people out of his meetings so that 
his own folks could attend. At that time, we had a very fine Negro 
educator in Austin as president of Samuel Huston College. At first, 
this man, whose name I do not now recall, would have nothing to do 
with Billy, because of his sensationalism. But finally, I persuaded him 
to go to one of his speakings. After that “Black Billy” was introduced 
by the college president, and his fortune was made! 


Immediately, the “wets” undertook to “run down” the family 
tree of our orator, But their trouble was that they could not trace him

tists and embodied in our con- 
fessions.”’ 

The author goes on to prove 
that, when Emil Brunner says that 
he believes in the resurrection of 
Christ, he does not mean what 
Baptists mean by the word “resur- 
rection,”’ as expressed in their con- 
fessions of faith.

Brunner’s doctrine of the 
resurrection of Christ is undeni- 
able contradiction of our Bap- 
tist confessions. But of infinitely 
more importance, it is in contra- 
diction with the inspired Word 
of God. He manipulates the evi- 
dence of Scripture to fit his own 
presupposition about what the 
resurrection of Christ must 
mean.

beyond Arkansas or discover any activities beyond the past three 
years. “Black Billy“ had refused to give us any name except that by 
which he was known. He insisted that Billy Sunday had given him 
permission to use his name and that he had thereupon dropped his own. 
I wrote to Billy Sunday and received a reply saying that he had never 
heard of the Negro. I discreetly kept that fact to myself. 

The election was to be held on Tuesday and by the close of Sun- 
day, eight days before the day of election, it became evident that 
“Black Billy” was in complete control and that the Negro vote would 
go “pro” in spite of money, coercion, and all the other tricks that the 
“wets” know so well how to pull. “Black Billy” was a rabble-rouser 
all right, but he was more: he was a master of argument, a born 
logician, an eloquent speaker, and, at times, as sublime a preacher as 
I ever heard on a platform. He knew his people and he was especially 
equipped to lead them 

On Monday, one week before the election, “Black Billy’ was 
speaking on a vacant lot near the heart of the city and just across 
from the leading hotel. He was standing in a buggy, and seated beside 
him was the president of Samuel Huston College. I was standing 
across the street, on the hotel porch, watching the great throng that 
heard him. Suddenly I saw a commotion in the edge of the crowd. The 
people parted and a man staggered drunkenly through the crowd, 
waving a shotgun. I heard him say, “I'll kill the black —— _1" 

The people were so stunned that nobody seemed to try to stop 
the drink-crazed fellow who afterward confessed that he had been 
hired to either run the Negro speaker out of town or kill him. In a 
few seconds’ time he stood within the inner circle that surrounded 
“Black Billy” and brought the gun to his shoulder. The situation was 
electric! A silence of death and doom settled over the crowd. Suddenly 
the voice of the Negro boomed out: “So I must pay with my life for 
pleading for my people, that they be given a chance to be sober and 
decent, free from the blighting touch of this institution of Hell!” 

Throwing back his coat on the left side, he placed his hand over 
his heart and cried, in dramatic fashion that the real Billy Sunday 
never once measured up to: “Put her there! There’s my heart—the 
heart that loves my race. If it takes my life to free my people from 
this terrible curse, I gladly die!” 

The drunk fool was not prepared for that. He hesitated, and that 
second saved “Black Billy.” A half-dozen white men in the crowd 
grabbed the “drunk,” disarmed him, and led him away to jail. 

After the election, and Travis County had gone dry by more than 
1200 votes, we gave “Black Billy” an extra hundred to stay over for 
a torchlight parade up Congress Avenue. University students by the 
hundreds marched with singing, shouting, weeping mothers and wives, 
in a day when the womanhood of the nation was on its knees for a 
sober America, I walked in the lead of that great procession,~and by 
my side walked as handsome a man as I have ever seen on his feet. 
To this day, I do not know the name his mother gave him. I know 
nothing of his past, I have not heard of him for a quarter of a century. 
But I was proud to march by the side of my dusky brother—“Black 
Billy Sunday.” 


A thousand times I have seen him in my dreams, standing in that 
buggy, his hand over his heart. 


I also recall that the president of Samuel Huston College calmly 
remained seated through the whole episode. Everybody seemed more 
excited than the two Negroes who were the center of it.

Skepticism’s Look at the 
Resurrection 


Skepticism has searched Hea- 
ven, earth and Hell to push Christ 
off the map. It attacks God’s ex- 
istence and personality, denies His 
hand in creation and providence, 
bitterly brands Christ’s whole ca- 
reer as an old woman’s lie, denies 
His superhuman birth, His holy 
life, His atoning death, His vic- 
torious resurrection, His ascen- 
sion, and denies Him the privilege 
of a return. It has picked His Bi- 
ble to pieces and pitted each part 
against the other and the whole. 
It has belittled His churches and 
tried to ruin them from the inside 
out and the outside in. It has ma- 
ligned His disciples and blasphem- 
ed against His power. 

Look at infidelity’s attack on 
the resurrection. It tried to kill 
Jesus in infancy and a number of 
times in His earthly life. It put 
Him on the cross and in the tomb, 
and all Hell broke loose in glee. 
He arose in spite of infidelity’s 
claims and then it tried to smother 
Him. It denied His resurrection 
and for centuries has tried to im- 
peach the witnesses of His resur- 
rection. The outside infidels and 
the inside skeptics cloaked in the 
pious robes of radical criticism 
have sought and continue to seek 
to deny all Christian truth. Infi- 
delity plays upon the ignorance, 
poverty, and lack of culture of the 
disciples, and _ their’ visionary 
excitement at the time. It tries 
to destroy the witness of the wri- 
ters of the records themselves, 
saying Luke, Paul, and Mark were 
not eyewitnesses; that Matthew 
and John did not write the books 
attributed to them; that Luke 
and Matthew got their stories 
from Mark and that Mark’s work 
is not authentic; and that miracles 
are impossible anyway, Some go 
so far as to say that miracles are 
unmoral and reflect on the intelli- 
gence of God and man. 


The Resurrection of Christ 
a Proved Miracle 


All such effort is blinded skepti- 
cism and flies in the face of the 
overwhelming, infallible proof. 
Christ appeared on probably six 
days out of the forty to one wom- 
an, to several women, to two dis- 
ciples—Peter at one time and 
James at another—to two other 
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disciples on the Emmaus road, 
to ten of the apostles, and again 
to eleven in a confidential confer- 
ence room, to seven of the disci- 
ples on a fishing trip, then to five 
hundred on a Galilean mountain, 
then to eleven-or more of the dis- 
ciples on Mount Olivet. He appear- 
ed five times in one day in Je- 
rusalem and at Emmaus, and then 
on the sea in Galilee many miles 
away, and then on a mountain in 
Galilee, then back in Jerusalem. 
Afterward He appeared to Steph- 
en, a worthy layman and a relia- 
ble, dying deacon; and five or six 
years later He appeared to His 
great enemy, Saul of Tarsus, and 
made a Paul of the Gospel out of 
him, who is the most reliable, 
spiritual disciple in all history; 
and sixty or more years after- 
wards He appeared to John, the 
most beloved of all the disciples 
in Christian history. There stands 
the open, empty tomb, for nineteen 
hundred years throwing its im- 
mortal enfptiness in the face of in- 
fidelity, whether rank, atheistic, 
radical or modernistic. The empty 
tomb of Joseph of Arimathea 
gapes at the skepticism of this 
world. Mary’s question to the sup- 
posed gardener at the tomb has 
not been answered during these 
winding centuries, “Where have 
they laid my Lord?” Angels an- 
nounced, “He is risen,” and He 
Himself answers, “I am alive for 
evermore.” 


Infidelity should fill Joseph’s 
tomb or find another with Christ’s 
body in it or forever shut its 
mouth and stop its falsifying pen. 
Pentecost with three thousand 
baptisms within fifty days of the 
resurrection, a united, rejuvenat- 
ed, joy-filled discipleship, a_ re- 
newed Simon—a mighty minister 
of the Gospel—a towerng Paul— 
God’s topmost man—a triumphant, 
organized, conquering Christianity 
for nineteen hundred years, a 
world-engirdling missionary, gos- 
pel program, the testimony of mil- 
lions of living, reliable witnesses 
and billions of dead Christians are 
God’s answer to infidelity’s boast, 
and that answer is that Christ is 
alive forevermore. 


It is said that when what Gor- 
don decided was the tomb of 
Christ was discovered some years 
ago he got some great chemists 
to test the dirt in Joseph's redis- 
covered tomb for evidence of de- 
cayed human bones. They found 
evidence of human decay in a 
hundred tombs around Jerusalem 
but none in Joseph’s tomb. God’s 
people do not need a chemical test 
to prove the resurrection. They 
know by many experimental tests 
that Christ is not there, He is 
alive today and in love and pity 
looks down into the blinded eyes 
of infidelity. Christ is risen, is 
reigning, and is coming back some 
glad day. It is more difficult not 
to believe in the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ than it is to believe 
in His resurrection. To deny His 
resurrection in the face of the over- 
whelming, accumulating strength 
of testimony is to deny all history 
and take the foundations out of 
credulity. 


A failure to. understand and 
comprehend any incident in life 
does not justify a denial of life and 
its mysterious nature, It is dif- 
ficult to understand how a good 
meal of substantial food taken in- 
to one’s stomach will be translated 
and transformed into the various 
of the human body, some 
into hair, some into bone, 
some into blood, some into flesh, 
some followed up through brain 
cells into thought and love and 
power; and yet the mystery of all 
this action of the human organs 
of life does not cause us to stop 
eating. We are surrounded by 
mvsteries. Life itself is a mystery. 
Why not take the facts of the 
resurrection of Christ, established 
bv reliable witnesses, and trust 
Him for the blessings of the resur- 
rection, and glorify the Christ 
who is risen from the dead?

They called an old Indian who 
knew the Chigogo of the market- 
place. One of them turned to him 
and said: 

“Ask him how much he wants 
for that leopard skin.” 

The interpreter complied, and 
Daudi scratched his head, looking 
at them openmouthed, 

“Offer him thirty — shillings,” 
said the first, This was duly trans- 
lated. 

Daudi shook his head vigorously. 

“Forty shillings,” was the next 
offer. Again Daudi shook his head. 

The Indians thought their inter- 
preter was double-crossing them, 
and, since he knew no English, 
but, of course, understood sundry 
Indian languages, they chose Eng- 
lish to outwit him. 

One young trader turned to the 
other and said: 

“Better offer fifty shillings. 
That skin’s worth at least a hun- 
dred and forty, and we want it.” 

The words were hardly out of 
his mouth when the dust-covered, 
apparently ignorant African, de- 
veloped a broad smile, and said, 
in good English: 

“Thank you, gentlemen, if this 
skin’s worth a hundred and forty 
shillings, I suggest you pay that

Luke gives his testimony in the 
introductory words of the two 
great hooks which he wrote, his 
Gospel and the Acts of the Apos- 
tles. In! chapter one of his Gos- 
pel, verses one to four, he gives 
a convincing record: 


“Forasmuch as many have tak- 
en in hand to set forth in order 
a declaration of those things 
which are most surely believed 
among us, Even as they delivered 
them unto us, which from the be- 
ginning were eyewitnesses, and 
ministers of the word; It seemed 
good to me also, having had per- 
fect understanding of all things 
from the very first, to write unto 
thee in order, most excellent Theo- 
philus, That thou mightest know 
the certainty of those things, 
wherein thou has been instructed.” 


Notice what he says. He Says, 
‘These things are most surely be- 
lieved among us’; “They were de- 
livered unto us by eyewitnesses’; 
‘IT have had perfect understanding 
of all things from the very first’; 
‘That you may know of a certainty 
all those things wherein thou hast 
been instructed.’ 

And then in his introductory 
words of the Acts of the Apostles, 
chapter one, verses one to three, 
he says: 


“The former treatise have I 
made, O Theophilus, of all that Je- 
sus began both to do and teach, 
Until the day in which he was 
taken up, after that he through 
the Holy Ghost had given com- 
mandments unto the _ apostles 
whom he had chosen: To whom 
also he shewed himself alive after 
his passion by many INFALLIBLE 
PROOFS, being seen of them forty 
days, and speaking of the things 
pertaining to the kingdom of God.” 

Here is the dependable testi- 
mony of a Gentile layman, a phy- 
sician, a secretary, a sane observer 
of men. 


Who’s Who 


Let’s see who's who in resur- 
rection testimony. 

There are the immortal Marys, 
so effective in the life of Christ, 
good women, loved and believed in 
for generations of an enlightened 
civilization. 

There is Peter, one of the 
world’s greatest preachers; James, 
pastor of a great early church.

shore—no chance for deception. 

There are five hundred people 
on the mountaintop, whom Paul 
says saw and heard Him, 


There are several other disci- 
ples on another mountain in Ju- 
dea. They saw Him, heard Him, 
watched Him ascend into Heaven. 

Some heavenly men or angels, 
two at the tomb and two at His 
ascension, saw Him, This is the 
witness of heavenly personalities. 

There is Stephen, who testified 
that he saw Christ standing at 
the right hand of God; and then 
there are two other trustworthy 
preachers of the Gospel whose 
credibility has never been suc- 
cessfully attacked—Paul and John 
—who saw Him years after. 


The value of testimony in all) 


courts of law depends on the cre- 
dibility and character of the wit- 
nesses. If you examine the records 
of these witnesses, you will find 
that they were all good people. 
Their names have been household 
words in all civilized lands for the 
passing centuries. If you cross- 


examine them, you will find that| 


they were eyewitnesses. They had 
no hearsay testimony. If we can- 
not believe these testimonies, is 
there any reliable testimony in 
any .realm of history? We reflect 
our own sense of historical justifi- 
cation and shame our own credu- 
lity if we deny these facts. The 
historicity and validity of Christ’s 
resurrection are at stake; the 
most vital, far-reaching facts in 
all the centuries are tested. If 
Christ did not rise from the dead, 
all professed Christians in all 
these centuries and all the com- 
ing years ahead are without hope 
of eternal life. The awful silence 
of the grave, the tragedy of all 
centuries, will be unbroken for- 
ever and ever and Heaven is a 
spiritual mirage and all truth is 
a barren lie if Christ did not rise 
from the tomb. 


Witnesses at the Tomb Itself 


Let’s call these eyewitnesses in- 
to court. 

Mary Magdalene. She was a 
convert of the rich, suburban 
district of Capernaum—Magdala, 
probably a well-to-do maiden of 
the refined strata of society. It is 
not a necessary conclusion that 
she was a low character because 


Christ cast seven devils out of 
her. It took a legion of devils, 
from two to six thousand, to make 
a man an outcast. There is no re- 
flection on Mary, certainly not 
after she became a follower of 
Jesus Christ. She testifies that she 
saw Jesus, saw the empty tomb, 
talked to Jesus, he spoke to her, 
she recognized His voice, He dried 
her tears, she went and told the 
disciples. John, Matthew, Luke, 
and Mark continued the testi- 
mony of this good woman. 


Then the other women—Mary 
Magdalene was with them, Mary 
the mother of James, Salome, and 
some other women. Luke, Mat- 
thew, and Mark confirmed the 
testimony of these women. They 
saw the empty tomb, heard what 
the angels said about His being 
risen, and recognized Him after 
He had come out of the tomb. 


Put Peter on the stand. Luke 
and the Apostle Paul _ testified 
that Simon Peter saw the Saviour 
after His resurrection. Nothing 
is said as to what conversation 
passed between them nor where 
the meeting occurred, nor any- 
thing about the meeting. Peter 
certainly would know the Saviour 
and would not have been mistak- 
en. 


Two on the Road to Emmaus 


The next witnesses are the two 
disciples on the Emmaus road. 
Luke and Mark confirm the re- 
cord of this interview. One of the 
men was Cleopas. We do not know 
who the other was. Emmaus was 
a village six or eight miles from 
Jerusalem. These disciples walk- 
ed with Him and ate with Him 
and did not recognize Him at 
first. This is one of the longest 
visits the Saviour made in His 
after resurrection appearances. It 
has all the marks of genuineness 
and naturalness. It is one of the 
most beautiful and revealing of 
all the appearances. He talked, 
He walked, He ate, He interpret- 
ed the Scriptures, and gave these 
disciples a burning heart. 


Those in the Upper Room 

Put a large group on the wit- 
ness stand—ten apostles without 
Thomas, and maybe other of the 
disciples, im a room, secluded 
room, with closed doors. Mark,

A Week Later in the 
Upper Room 
Later we find another group of 
eleven or more disciples, with 
doubting Thomas present. John 
tells us of this story. There is 
no evidence that Thomas had been 
in any of the other groups before 
this, to whom Christ appeared. 


Where he was or what he was’ 
doing we do not know, except, 
his reftisal to believe that Christ 
had risen except he put his hands 
in the crucifixion wounds. His 
skepticism of the resurrection was 
evident. All we are told of this 
appearance is of the convincing | 
proof to Thomas that Christ was 
alive. Christ readily submitted 
to the pragmatic test demanded 
by the doubting Thomas. He must | 
have been of a doubtful, analytical | 
mind. Christ had not gotten over| 
to him even the expectancy of 
the resurrection. When his fingers 
entered the nail holes and spear 
holes in the wounded body of our 
Saviour, Thomas was overcome 


and said, “My Lord and my God!” |. rs 


Thomas was the slowest in ex- 
pectancy and trust, but was as 
thoroughly convinced as any. Cru- 
cifixion’s scars convinced  him.; 
Doubt added its testimony to the 
reality of the resurrection 
triumph, Christ’s withering,  re- 
buking words should fall heavily 
and sadly on all “doubting Thom- 
ases” from that time until now: 


“Thomas, because thou hast 
seen me, thou hast believed: 
blessed are they that have not 
seen, and yet have believed.” 


Skeptics inside and outside of 
Christianity are not even willing 
to believe that Thomas believed. 
These unconvinced skeptics will 
some day see Him whom they 
have pierced. John tells us of the 
first meeting of this group, Thom- 
as being absent. Mark and Luke 
join John in that record, but only 
John tells us of Thomas’ confession 
of Christ’s resurrection. The other 
recorders must have been asham- 
ed of Thomas. Judas the betray- 
er and Peter the denier and 


resentatives of these early 
disciples. They could have done 
better. What would be your and 
my classification if an inspired 
record were made of us in our 
day? I have more sense of com- 
miseration for Thomas than I 
have for the modernistic skeptics 
in this day of nineteen hundred 
years of infallible proofs of 
Christ’s resurrection. I fear that 
many of them, with the full light 
of sacred history and gospel tri- 
umphs falling on their’ trained 
heads, should be put in the Judas 
classification of betrayers instead 
of Peter’s and Thomas’ classifi- 


cations of deniers and doubters. 


The Group Fishing in Galilee 

We now change the scene from 
Jerusalem and Judea to Galilee, 
many, many miles away. John 
tells of -this story. Peter led six 
others of the disciples on a fish- 
ing trip. They were discouraged 
and backslidden. Peter led them 
in a back-track movement. He 
quit fishing for men and tried out 
his old job. of fishing for fish. 
Peter’s behavior in the last few 
days or more had been bad. He 
cried; he lied; he denied. He not 
only lost his sword, but lost his 
courage. A little Jewish lass made 
him lie, and a rooster crowing 
at the time of his denial estab- 
lished a memorial to his coward- 
ice. So he told the others, “ I go 
a fishing,” and they said, ‘We go 
with you.’ They immediately 
caught nothing. People who run 
from God and the spiritual never 
catch anything worthwhile. 


This group appearance of Christ 
is the longest and most interest- 
ing in some respects of all the 
appearances. It is a wonderfully 
revealing appearance. ‘The great 
truths and lessons of this visit are 
discussed at length in _ another 
chapter.

The Multitude on the Moun- 
tain: Over Five Hundred 
Witnesses 


The witness-of a multitude on 
a Galilean mountain far distant 
from Jerusalem is brought thun- 
dering down to the consciences 
of a doubting world. Mark, Mat- 
thew and Paul guarantee’ the 
genuineness of this story. Three 
unimpeachabie records bear wit- 
ness to its genuineness. Matthew 
says the eleven disciples were 
there. Mark does —not tell the 
number unless Mark 16:14 refers 
to it, and it probably does not.

They were all His dis- 
ciples, because no unsaved eyes 
ever saw Him after His resur- 
rection, unless it be the eye of the 
unsaved Paul of Tarsus, and He 
opened that eye. This was before 
the Pentecost. Here He delivered 
His great commission, found in 
Matthew 28:18-20, not to one 
hundred twenty only but to all the 
disciples who followed Him there, 
whether members of His first 
church or not. His commission is 
a church obligation, but it is also 
a personal, individual obligation, 
and is also a kingdom matter, a 
world-wide debtorship. This ap- 
pearance was a multi-magna 
meeting—five hundred people 
looking on Him, hearing His 
eternally meaningful words in 
which He was enfolding all His 
towering authority, all His people, 
all the world, all His command- 
ments, for all eyes and all climes. 
It also commandeered all His 
presence and power for all ages 
to come. Here is a climax of 
testimony to the reality of Christ’s 
resurrection. One little, frighten- 
ed woman might’ be mistaken; 
one impetuous disciple like Peter, 
who had denied Him, might be 
overawed by a mystic vision; two, 
people with blinded eyes might 


not two) was performed.

walk six miles with a spirit and 


be mistaken, but when you add 


to these other witnesses five hun- 
dred people in the daylight, on 
top of a mountain, you cannot 
easily imagine all of them to be 
liars or deceived visionaries. Not 
to believe this accumulated testi- 
mony is to reveal in one’s self a 
dangerous incredulity in historical 
testimony. Paul says, “I saw 
him” and I tell the world five 
hundred other people saw Him. 
To make Paul a deceiver is to 
reveal yourself blind and destroy 
all historical values. 


Christ Appeared to James 

James comes on the witness 
stand (I Cor. 15:7). Paul says 
Christ appeared to James. When 
and where and to what effect no- 
body knows. Paul is a true histor- 
ian. James must have told Paul 
about this visit, but no further 
record appears. But James pastor- 
ed a church whose foundation was 
built on Christ’s resurrection. 


The Disciples Witness the 
Ascension; Two Angels 
Testify 

The final pre-ascension appear- 
ance occurred as far away as 
Bethany. In his Gospel (24:50) 
Luke says He led them out as far 
as Bethany, and in Acts (1:12) he 
says the disciples returned from 
the Mount of Olives, which is 
from Jerusalem a sabbath day’s 
journey. Mark says: 

“So then after the Lord had 
spoken unto them, he was re- 
cewed up into heaven, and sat on 
the right hand of God.” 

Here in this last appearance 
before His ascension He gave the 
last commission, reinforcing all 
others, and promised the Holy 
Spirit’s power for witnessing. The 
two men in white told them: 

“This same Jesus...shall so 
come in like manner as ye have 
seen him go into heaven.” 

Luke tells us that Christ told 
them to tarry in Jerusalem until 
enduement came. He then led 
them out as far as Bethany and 
lifted up His hands and blessed 
them, and He was carried up into 
Heaven. They watched Him, wor- 
shipped Him, and returned to an 
upper room in Jerusalem with 


great joy, and continued in the 
temple praismg God. 
This completes the testimony 


of this company of pre-ascension 
eyewitnesses to the fact that 
“Christ has risen indeed.” Who 
can be fair and unbiased or un- 
prejudiced and gainsay or deny 
this accumulation of eyewitnesses 
evidence? These are not all the 
infallible proofs. There follows in 


the next chapter a further ac- 


cumulation of convincing, direct 
and circumstantial testimony.

lieve in the Lord Jesus Christ. 
He says in John 3:36, “He that 
believeth on the Son hath ever- 
lasting life.” You are either on 
your way to Heaven, in _  pos- 
session of eternal life, right now, 
or you are an unbeliever, with no 
spiritual life, abiding under God’s 
wrath, and in danger of eternal 
Hell-fire. 

Now the question is asked, 
“Brother Eddie, do you feel that 
there are very many people, es- 
pecially in the United States, who 
do not believe about the Lord 
Jesus Christ?” And the answer 
to that question is, “‘No, there 
are not many people in the United 
States who do not believe about 
Jesus Christ.” 


Most people accept Jesus Christ 
as a personality of history, just 
as they accept George Washing- 
ton as a personality of history. 
Most people believe that Jesus 
Christ was born into this world 
through a miraculous virgin birth. 
Most everyone knows that we 
started dating our years from the 
birth of Jesus Christ, wrapping 
time around His cradle. Most peo- 
ple believe that He was born of 
the virgin; most people believe 
that He lived for some 33 years 
and died on the cross, and was 
placed in Joseph’s tomb; that on 
the third day He came out of the 
grave; and that forty days later 
He ascended to Heaven, where 
they believe He is now, at the 
right hand of God the Father. 


Most children believe these his- 
torical facts. Their parents have 
informed them. Their Sunday 
School teachers have taught these 
truths. You grownup people have 
been taught to believe these his- 
torical facts about Jesus from the 
day you were able to understand. 
But let me say this to you. You 
can strongly believe that Jesus 
was born of the virgin, that He 
lived in this world for 33 years, 
that He died on a cross outside 


“the gates of Jerusalem, that He 


came out of the grave on the 
third day, and ascended to Hea- 
ven forty days later—you can be- 
lieve all that IN YOUR HEAD and 
die in your sins and go to a 
Christless Hell. You don’t get sav- 
ed in your head. You get saved in 
your soul. You don’t become a 
Christian because you give your 
intellectual agreement and assent 
to. the historical .data concerning 


the personality of Jesus Christ. 
Head knowledge alone is not sal- 
vation. You become a Christian 
when you come to the place in 
YOUR life where YOU realize that 
YOU are a sinner, and that YOU 
are bound for Hell, and ‘that no 
one can help you except the Lord 
Jesus, the Son of God, and then 
YOU get down on YOUR knees and 
personally exercise your will and 
receive Jesus Christ into your 
heart AS YOUR PERSONAL 
SAVIOUR. When your belief be- 
comes PERSONAL ttrust§ and 
PERSONAL faith in the finish- 
ed work of Jesus Christ as atc- 


complished on the cross, then 
and then only, can you classify 
yourself as a believer in Jesus 


Christ. 

Believing in the Lord Jesus 
Christ is far more than an intel- 
lectual agreement™-to the doctrines 
of your church, or an acceptance 
of the historical facts concerning 
the life and death and burial and 
resurrection of the Son of God. 
I guess all of us believe in George 
Washington. Did you ever see 
him? Did you ever shake his 
hand? Did you ever visit him at 
Mount Vernon? No! none of us 
did. But we went to school and we 
read in our history books, or the 
teacher told us, that George Wash- 
ington was the first President of 
the United States. And so we nod 
our heads and agree, and accept 
that statement as a historical fact. 
Listen, hear me now. You can go 
to Sunday School all your life, be 
raised in a Christian home, and 
have Mommy and Daddy tell you 
all about Jesus, how He lived 
and died, and came out of the 
grave, and is in Heaven today, and 
you say, “I believe all that,” just 
as you believe in George Wash- 
ington. But that doesn’t make you 
a Christian. I repeat, an intel- 
lectual agreement to the historical 
facts about Jesus is not enough 
to save your soul from sin. It 
takes personal repentance from 
your sins, and full commitment of 
your soul to Jesus. 


I can stand out here on the 
street corner, desiring to get down 
town or out to the motel and 
say, “Preacher, I don’t have a 
car. Will that bus take me where 
I want to go?” And he says, 
“Yes, I have ridden that bus many 
times, and it will take you right 
by the door of the place where 


you want to go.” 


And so I say, “Thank you, 
preacher. I believe you are telling 
the truth. You have lived here 
and have all this information, and 
know that these are accurate 
facts.” 


But I can stand there at the 
bus stop and say, “I know that 
preacher is telling the truth. I 
know that bus will take me to my 
destination.” But I don’t get to 
my destination until I step into 
the bus and commit myself to that 
bus to take me where I want to 
go. 

So salvation works when one 
becomes a Christian. You don't 
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“Go break the needy sweet chari- 
ty’s bread 

For giving is loving,” 
said. 

And must I keep giving again 
and again?” 

My angry and pitiless answer 
ran. 

“Oh, no,” said the Angel—pierc- 
ing me through— 

“Just give till. the Master stops 
giving to you.” 


the Angel 
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become a Christian simply by giv- 
ing your intellectual agreement to 
the historical facts about Jesus. 
You must commit yourself to Je- 
sus. You must confess your sins 
to Jesus. You must turn from your 
sins. You must be convinced that 
only Jesus can save you; that 
only Christ can forgive your sins; 
and then you must personally come 
to Him and by faith put your 
trust in Him. And when you do 
that, you become a Christian; and 
until you do come to Jesus with 
this trustful attitude, you are a 
lost, unbelieving sinner. 


Where do YOU stand today? 
Where do you stand, ladies and 
gentlemen? Today can you say 
that you really are a believer in 
the Lord Jesus Christ? Have you 
committed your soul to Jesus? 
Does it go beyond just giving an 
intellectual agreement to the 
teachings of the Bible and his- 
torical facts about Christ, or do 
you know where and when you 
opened your heart to Jesus and 
received Him in simple childlike 
faith as your personal Saviour? 
Do you know where and when you 
did that? If you have done that, 
you HAVE everlasting life. If you 
haven’t done that, you have NO 
spiritual life, the wrath of God 
abides on you, and if you don’t 
repent and receive Jesus as your 
personal Saviour, you will face 
eternal judgment for your sins. 


II. The Two Roads People 
Are Traveling 


Once again we see only two clas- 
ses of people in the world, repre- 
sented by the two roads that peo- 
ple are traveling. The Lord Jesus 
said in Matthew 7: 13, 14: 


“Enter ye in at the strait gate: 
for wide is the gate, and broad is 
the way, that leadeth to destruc- 
tion, and many there be which 
go in thereat: Because strait is 
the gate, and narrow is the way, 


¥ which leadeth unto life, and few 


there be that find it.” 


The Lord is telling us in this 
passage of His Word that there 


transfer from the broad to the 
narrow road. This narrow road 
runs right up the middle of the 
broad road, and the people who 
are traveling that narrow road 
are traveling in the opposite di- 
rection from which the crowd is 
traveling on the broad road. That 
is what it means to repent. For 
you see, as sinners born without 
God, lost in our sins, until such 
time as we are born again, we 
are traveling the broad road. A- 
long comes a preacher, or some- 
thing happens in our lives to bring 
us to the realization that we need 
Christ, and that we need to be 
saved. And so, under conviction 
of sin, after hearing the Gospel 
that God loves us all, that Christ 
died for sinners on the cross, we 
come to the conclusion that we 
need the Lord Jesus Christ; that 
if we continue to travel the broad 
road we will end up in Hell. 


And so we face our sins and our 
need of 


and we say to the crowd, “Good- 
by.” We turn from the crowd; 
we turn from our sins; and 


we turn to the Saviour Jesus 
Christ. We open our hearts to Him 


in faith and belief, and are “born | ° 


again” and become a child of God. 
By so doing, our repentance from 
sin and turning to Christ causes 
us to turn around on that broad 


road and start walking up the mid- | 


die of the road, on the narrow 
road, against the crowd, against 


the sins of the world, on 
the side of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, with the minority of 


people who have made the same 
decision, and who are heading for 
Heaven as pilgrims and strangers 
in this evil world. The day you

ing the narrow road. 

Now then, let me ask you the'| 
question, “Have you forsaken the 
crowd, and the broad road? Are 
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you on the narrow road? Have 
you turned from sin and turned 
to Christ? Are you now walking 
the narrow road with God’s peo- 
ple, living a life that is glorifying 
and pleasing to the Lord Jesus 
Christ? Which road are you tra- 
veling today, friend? You can only 
be on one or on the other. Either 
you are traveling with the crowd 
on the broad road that leads to a 
Christless eternity, or you are on 
the narrow road that eventually 
will lead you to Heaven. Which 
road are you traveling, friend?

Some of you fellows and girls are 
still saying in your heart, “I am 
not going to become a Christian 
until I have had a good time. You 
are not going to get me to sign the 
‘don’ts’; to give up this and to 
give up that; but after I have 
been to college and joined the 
fraternity or sorority, and after I 
have had my big time in the world, 
then it will be time enough to be- 
come a Christian.” 

All right, if you are still travel- 
ing with the sinner crowd, re- 
member this: That if suddenly you 
should die, that broad road can 
lead you to but one place—the 
burning, tormenting, damning lake 
of fire, the penitentiary of Hell. 
With all of my heart, if you are 
traveling the broad road, in God's 
stead, I would plead with you to 
come to your senses. Turn around 
and turn to Christ and get on the 
narrow road before you end up 
in the pit of Hell. 


Ill. Two Masters People 
Are Serving 

Now we see only two classes 
of people in the world again by the 
two masters that people are serv- 
ing. The Lord Jesus came and 
said to the most religious people 
who ever lived, the Pharisees, those 
men who wore long black robes 
to distinguish them from the 
crowd, and who sat on the front 
seat of the synagogue every Sab- 
bath day, those men who gave 
a tenth of their income in tithes, 
those men who knew the Old Test- 
ment Scriptures even to. the 
punctuation points, those men who 
kept the law to the letter—Jesus 
said to them in John 8:44: 


“Ye are of your father the devil, 
and the lusts of your father ye 
will do. He was a murderer from 
the beginning, and abode not im 
the truth, because there is_ no 
truth in him. When he speaketh 
a lie, he speaketh of his own: for 
he is a liar, and the father of it.” 


Now imagine, ladies and gentle- 
men, if I were to point my finger 
and say to all of you who are 
in this crowd—who are not. be- 
lievers—who are traveling the 
broad road with the crowd—if I 
were to point my finger at you 
‘and say, “You are a child of the 
Devil,” you would become offended 


and some of you would be tempted 
to get up and walk out. But listen, 
let me tell you something; ‘that 
is exactly your relationship to the 
Devil right now, if you are not a 
Christian. For the Lord Jesus said 
to these unsaved religious leaders, 
“Ye are of your father the devil.” 
It was not said to the drunkards, 
not to the harlots, not to the 
reprobates, not to the outcasts 
—He said it to the most religious 
people who ever lived. You may 
have religion but not have Christ. 
If you do not have Jesus as your 
personal Saviour, you are a child 
of the Devil. God’s Word says 
so. : 
Why? Why simply because they 
had never been born again, that 
is why. The Lord Jesus came and 
said, “I am God, and I will prove 
it to you,” and performed one mir- 
acle after another in front of the 
eyes of these religious people, and 
they turned on him with railing ac- 
cusations and said, “You are of 
the Devil; you are filled with 
Beelzebub; you’re not God.” And 
the Lord Jesus looked at them and 
said, “Ye are of your father the 
devil.” 

You see, ladies and gentlemen, 
a person is either a child of the 
Devil, or a child of God, and you 
do not become a child of God 
simply because you were born in 
America, or happened to have 
Christian parents, or have been 
taken to Sunday School and 
church all your life. You become 
a child of God when you have the 
“new birth” as recorded in John 
3:3, where Jesus said, “Except 
a man be born again, he cannot 
see the kingdom of God.” You 
must be born again! Only by re- 
ceiving Christ as your personal 
Saviour can you sever your rela- 
tionship to the Devil and become 
a child of God. 

What does it mean to be born 
again? It is explained in John 
1:12: e 

“But as many as received him 
[the Lord Jesus], to them gave 
he power [gave the legal right] to 
become the sons of God.” 

Now, let me ask you some- 
thing. Have you received’ the 
Lord.Jesus Christ as your person- 
al Saviour? Have you asked Him 
to come into your heart? Have 
you repented of your sins, and 


confessed your sins to Him? Have 
you asked Jesus to save your 
soul? Are you convinced that no 
ene in the world can save your 
soul and take you to Heaven but 
the Lord Jesus? Have you asked 
Him to save you? Do you believe 
He died for you on the cross? 
Have you received His finished 
work on the cross, in your behalf, 
for yourself? Have you? If you 
have, you are a child of God; you 
have been “born again.” You are 
now in possession of everlasting 
life. You are not going TO GET 
everlasting life—you’ve got it al- 
ready. For “he that believeth on 
the Son HATH (present tense) 
everlasting life.” 

You say, “No, Brother Eddie, I 
am not a ‘born again’ believer, I 
am still on the broad road walking 
with the crowd. I have not made 
a decision to receive Christ as 
my Saviour.” 

All right, if that is true of you, 
you are a child of the Devil. For 
surely if Jesus. said this of the 
most outwardly religious people 
who ever walked the face of God’s 
earth, what would he say about 
you people who have never joined 
the church, never read your Bible, 
never pray, never tithe, and make 
no pretense of being a “born- 
again” Christian? What would He 
say about you worldly church 
members if He said to the most 
religious people who ever. lived, 
“Ye are of your father the devil.” 

Do you know something? Your 
father the Devil has no good in 
mind for you; he is a liar. The 
Devil is a liar according to Jesus 
Christ. He lies to you young 
people and says, “You have plenty 
of time to be saved.” He lies and 
says, “Too much to give up to 
become a Christian.” He lies to 
you and says, “You have plenty 
of time. Put it off; wait until to- 
morrow.” 

He advances all kinds of lies 
and propaganda, lies designed to 
deceive you and blind your eyes 
to your need of a Saviour. Oh, 
I would beg you today to break 
with the enemy of your soul, 
your father the Devil, and come 
and receive Christ as your Sav- 
iour and be “born again” and be 
regenerated and made a child of 
God.

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once to die, and after this the 
judgment.” When a man dies he 
either dies IN Christ, or he dies 
OUT of Christ. 

In that great and wonderful 
passage of the Word of God in I 
Thessalonians, chapter 4, and 
verse 16, in connection with the 
second coming of Christ we read: 

“The Lord himself shall descend 
from heaven with a shout, with 
the voice of the archangel, and 
with the trump of God: and the 
dead in Christ [the dead IN 
CHRIST] shall rise first.” 


And then all the Christians who 
are alive at Christ’s second com- 
ing shall be caught up together 
with them with the dead IN 
Christ who are brought out of the 
graves to meet the Lord in the 
air. The rest of the dead shall 
stay in the graves, those who have 
died OUT of Christ, until the sec- 
ond resurrection. Now if you were 
to die today you would die either 
IN Christ, or you would die OUT 
of Christ. 


The famous evangelist, D. L. 
Moody, who in his day did tre- 
mendous things for God, and 
whose ministry still lives on, was 
lying on his deathbed. By his side 
was one of his dearest friends, a 
dear old saint of God, who loved

Oh, 
Father, please spare D. L. Moody’s 
life for another ten years.” 

And D. L. Moody raised up on 
one elbow and said with his quiv- 
ering, failing voice, “Oh, brother,” 
as he put his hand on his should- 
er, “Please don’t pray to our 
Heavenly Father, asking Him to 
let me stay in this world for an- 
other ten years. Why,” he said, 
“this is the day I have looked for- 
ward to all of my life. This,” he 
said, “is my homecoming. I am 
soon to pass over the Jordan into 
the Promised Land. Don’t pray 
that God will Spare my life for 
another ten years, for this,” said 


Moody, “is my Coronation Day! 
This is my Coronation Day! This’ 
is the greatest day of my life. I 
have lived for this day, the home- 
going day, when I could go home 
to be with Jesus.” 

That’s the way a man dies IN 
Christ! Then there is another way 
to die, OUT of Christ, as they 
say the French infidel, Voltaire, 
died. Voltaire was that man who 
said that “within one hundred 
years after I am gone, the Bible 
will become extinct.” 

The day came when death 
Knocked at the door and called 
for his soul. He saw the flames 
of Hell reaching out for his never- 
dying soul. He saw the death 
angel coming. He heard the death 
angel knock at the door. The ac- 
companying nurse said that ‘it 
was one of the most terrifying - 
experiences she had ever gone 
through. Voltaire screamed out in 
terrifying agony of soul. Like 
Belshazzar of old, he trembled 
from the top of his head to the 
bottom of his feet and screamed 
and cried out for mercy as the 
God of judgment came to deliver 
the bill. Voltaire died OUT of 
Christ and went to Hell to col- 
lect the sinner’s wages, eternal 
death and separation from God. 
He went screaming into the lake 
of fire, into the penitentiary of the 
damned. That is another way to 
die, friends. 


The death hour is coming for 
every last one of us. It is ap- 
pointed unto men once to die, 
When that hour comes will you 
be able to say, like D. L. Moody, 
“Yea, though I walk through the- 
valley of the shadow of death, I 
will fear no evil; for thou art with 
me.” Or, like Belshazzar of old, 
or Voltaire, will you tremble from 
the top of your head to the bot- 
tom of your feet in convulsions 
of fear as God comes for your 
soul and takes you off into Hell? 

Which way are YOU going to 
die? IN Christ, or OUT of Christ?

teaches that there will be TWO 
resurrections. In John, chapter 5, 
verses 28 and 29, we read: 


“Marvel not at this: for the 
hour is coming, in the which all 
that are in the graves shall hear 
his voice, And shall come forth; 
they that have done good, UNTO 
THE RESURRESTION OF LIFE; 
and they that have done evil, UN- 
TO THE RESURRECTION OF 
DAMNATION.” 


Now the first resurrection will 

ke place at the second coming 
of the Lord Jesus Christ when 
“the Lord himself shall descend 
from heaven with a shout, with 
the voice of the archangel, and 
with the trump of God: and the 
dead IN Christ [—the dead IN 
CHRIST—| shall rise first: Then 
we which are alive and remain 
[we Christians] shall be caught 
up together with them in the 
clouds {with the dead in Christ 
who came out of the graves! to 
meet the Lord in the air: and so 
shall we ever be with the Lord.” 

After the second coming of 
Christ and the first resurrection, 
this world will go through the 
Great Tribulation. Then the reign 
of Christ will come on earth. This 
reign will last for one thousand 
years. At the end of the thousand 
year period, the sinners’ judg- 
ment, known as the “Great White 
Throne Judgment,” recorded in 
Revelation, chapter 20, verses 11- 
15, will become a reality. 


“And I saw a great white 
throne, and him that sat on it, 
from whose face the earth and the 
heaven fled away; and there was 
found no place for them. And I 
saw the dead, small and great, 
stand before God; and the books 
were opened: and another book 
was opened, which is the book of 
life: and the dead were judged out 
of those things which were writ- 
ten in the books, according to 
their works .... And whosoever 
was not found written in the book 
of life was cast into the lake of 


fire.” 


This is the second death, eternal 
separation from -God! 


Now neighbors, you are going 
to take part in ONE of TWO 
resurrections. Either your body 
will be raised to meet Jesus Christ 
as your Saviour, at the rapture 
of the church, or your body will 
be raised at the great white 
throne, as recorded in Revelation 
20, there to stand face to face 
with Jesus Christ as your Judge. 
The books of your sins will be 
opened and the Lord Jesus, who 
now becomes fhe Judge of the 
world, will judge you for your 
sins, pronounce the sentence, and 
without any mercy or pardons, 
cast you, body and soul, into the 
lake of fire, where you will suf- 
fer for your sins forever and ever. 


VI. Two Eternal Abiding 
Places 


That brings me to my last 
point, namely, men are going to 
live forever in one of two places. 
Either you die in Christ and go to 
Heaven, or you die out of Christ 
and are judged for your sins, and 
spend eternity in Hell. 


Remember in Luke, chapter 16, 
verses 19-31, we read: 


“There was a certain rich man. . 


. And there was a certain beggar 
... And it came to pass, that the 
beggar died, and was carried by 
the angels into Abraham’s bosom: 
the rich man also died, and was 
buried. And in hell he lift wp his 
eyes, being in torments, and seeth 
Abraham afar off, and Lazarus in 
his bosom, And he cried and said, 
Father Abraham, have mercy on 
me, and send Lazarus, that he may 
dip the tip of his finger in water, 
and cool my tonque; for I am tor- 
mented in this flame.” 


The Bible account. goes on to 
tell how he prayed and asked for 
deliverance, but Abraham remind- 
ed him that he*had his opportun- 
ity to be saved in his lifetime.

But they do want the truth as it 
is taught in God’s Word, lovingly 
yet fearlessly taught, without re- 
gard to whether it pleases all or 
not, 

Sermons on Hell, and plain Bi- 
ble teaching on Hell always bring 
some letters from people who hate 
this Bible doctrine. They do not 
hate sin, they are not indignant at 
Christ-rejecters, and so they are 
offended at the plain truth, so of- 
ten taught in the New ‘Testament 


in the words of the Lord Jesus 
Himself, about Hell as a place 
where sinners are tormented in 


flame, if they die without being 
born again. 

Salvation by grace, ~- through 
faith in Christ, is always opposed 
by some. How many strong letters 
I have received from those who 
accuse me of being a false prophet 
when I teach that people are saved 
when they repent of their sins and 
trust Christ for salvation. Such 
critics often insist that people are 
not saved simply by faith; that at 
least they are not saved until they 
are baptized, or they are not saved 
until they hold out faithful to the 
end. 


When I teach that God keeps 
those He saved, that He has given 
them everlasting life as soon as 
they beiieved, that God keeps His 
blessed promises to His born-again 
ones and will never cast them out, 
many are offended. It seems that 
to make much of God’s mercy, of 
His faithfulness in saving and 
keeping such poor sinners as we 
are, offensive to people who 
want to have part of the credit 
for getting themselves to Heaven. 
And yet, it is in the Bible and I 
must preach it. 

Articles on sin bring a specially 
violent kick-back. When I show 
that, according to the Word of 
God, all are poor vile sinners who 
ought to be in Hell, and that only 
the mercy of Christ keeps us from 
going there, many are offended. 
They talk about their own holi- 


is 


ness, and are grieved if anybody / 


Says that they ever sin. 

If I publish Bible teaching on 
baptism some Christians are 
promptly offended. They do not 
believe in baptism. However, since 
it is plainly taught in the Bible 
and is in the Great Commission, 
it is to be taught to all nations 
to the end of the world. Honest 
Bible preachers must preach on 
baptism and tell Christians of the 
joys of obeying Christ. 

The plain Bible. teaching of 
woman's place in the home and in 
the church; what the Bible says 
about woman’s hair and woman’s 
modest apparel and woman’s be- 
ing in subjection to her husband, 
is clear. There are very few strong 
reputable theologians that do not 
agree’in broad outlines with the 
teaching of THE SworpD OF THE 
LorpD. Yet many preachers fear to 
preach it lest they should offend 
someone who does not want to do 
what- God commanded. Some 
Christian papers would not adver- 
tise a book on the subject though 
privately the editors agree with 
the doctrine involved. But it is in 
the Bible and therefore it ought to 
be preached and taught by honest 
ministers of God. 

There is a clear Bible teaching 
of a Christian’s duty to his gov- 
ernment. “The powers that be are 
ordained of God. Whosoever there- 
fore resisteth the power resisteth 
the ordinance of God” (Rom. 13:1, 
2). We are told that the ruler 
bears not the sword of God in vain 
but that he is a minister of God 
in that very matter. Christians 
ought to support the government, 
even, if necessary, in the matter 
of war, to put down unrighteous- 
ness and the horrible wickedness 
of a man like Hitler. Against this 
doctrine the communists, the in- 
fidels, the pink modernists; and 
cults like the Jehovah’s Witnesses, 
who denounce all government and 
will not salute the flag of our 
country, combine, along with some 
good but misled Christians, some 
earnest people who have misun- 
derstood the Bible. They urge 
Christians not to support the gov- 
ernment. Thousands of modernists 
swore never to support the gov- 
ernment in time of war, never to 
encourage anybody to.take up 
arms to resist aggression. Such 
people carry on their propaganda 
which is sometimes nearly treason, 
and yet there are objections if

Bible-believing Christians are also 
patriots, true tosthe governments 
God has set over them, and if they 
urge Christians to obey the rules 
of the government. We never had 
an article on the matter of a 
Christian’s duty ¢o his govern- 
ment, urging the men in our arm- 
ed forces to regard themselves as 
ministers of God doing a necessary 
duty, and to so live, as Christian 
patriots ought to live, but that 
we have many objections. Well, 
then, there must simply be ob- 
jections. The duty of Christians to 
their government and to. their 
land is clearly taught in the Bible 
and honest preachers ought’ to 
preach it. 

There are many devout and 
good people who disagree. Many 
of them are among my very dear 


friends. I love them devotedly, 
and would be grieved to hurt 
them in any wise. But I cannot 


shun that question, when it ought 
to be discussed. With forbear- 
ance and kindness we must say 
what we believe is God’s teaching 
in His Word on this question. 
Articles on the second coming 
of Christ nearly always arouse 
some objections. Among the mul- 
titudes of readers in 100,000 
homes which get THE SWORD OF 
THE LorD weekly, naturally there 
are some who do not believe that 
Christ is coming again, or they 
do not believe that His coming 
may be very, very soon. Yet our 
Saviour’s warnings that we are 
to watch for His coming are clear 


in the Bible, and we must preach 
them, 


Almost nobody, these days, 
gives clear instructions to young 
people about the dangers of pet- 
ting, and just what is wrong with 
the dance. When we published an 
article on “Young People, Pet- 
ting, the Scarlet Sin,” literally 
hundreds of letters came asking 
for extra copies, and many young 
people were profoundly grateful 
for the Bible teaching given. But 
a few horrified Christians order- 
ed the paper stopped! 

We do not try to please every- 
body. We only try to please the 
Lord Jesus. And we believe that 
readers of THE SWORD OF THE

that honestly deals with the prob- 
lems of doctrine and life that 
Christians everywhere have to 
face.

Preach- 
ers who never cause offense by 
plain Bible preaching are not true 
to Christ. We must have love for 
our brethren but more love for 
Christ. We must seek peace and 
pursue it, but seek to be true to 
our commission whether we have 
peace or not.
